RESOLUTION REQUESTING THAT THE LEGISLATURE AMEND THE CODE OF
IOWA TO RETURN THE OFFICE OF THE CLERK OF DISTRICT COURT TO THE
COUNTIES



WHEREAS a plan has been proposed by the Judicial Council of the State of lowato
restructure the Court System in lowa; and

WHEREAS the plan would require that approximately 70 rural Clerk of the District
Court offices be closed except for trials and magistrate court sessions; and

WHEREAS criminal prosecutions would take place at a court service center requiring
extensive travel at great additional expense to the victims of crimes, witnesses, law
enforcement personnel and county taxpayers; and

WHEREAS the residents of Mahaska County and other rura counties would be required
to travel additional miles to obtain court services and pay additional taxes to fund the
additional travel by court officials; and

WHEREAS the Clerks of Court were for many years elected county officials funded in
part by criminal fines and court costs collected by those offices; and

WHEREAS after the Clerks of Court became state employees, the fines began to go to
the State; and

WHEREAS functions of the Court should serve the citizens of this State and not the
Court Officials;, and

WHEREAS it isin the best interests of the residents of Mahaska County and the residents
of other rura counties that Court services be provided efficiently and locally; and

WHEREAS it appears that the State Judicial Branch is unable or unwilling to budget and
provide for adequate court servicesto rura residents; and

WHEREAS local county government has proven itself to be able to provide competent
and efficient services to county residents.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Mahaska County Board of Supervisors
respectfully requests that the legislature amend the Code of lowato return the offices of
the Clerks of the District Court to county control and further provide that the criminal
fine moneys and costs collected by the respective Clerks be again remitted to the counties
to fund the offices of the Clerk of District Court.

County for expenses related to the paving of 35" Street if the City of Oskal oosa annexed
land adjacent to the street. The City of Oskaloosa did annex land in 1999 in conjunction
with the World Food Park development. Due to this annexation, it has been calculated

that the City of Oskaloosa should reimburse Mahaska County in the amount of
$53,655.17.

The City of Oskaloosa and Mahaska County agree that this amount shall be paid in
three installments as follows:

Payment 1: On or before January 15, 2002 - $17,885.06

Payment 2: On or before October 15, 2002 - $17,885.06

Payment 3: On or before October 15, 2003 - $17,995.05
